The Western delegates saw 


Molotow move as a maneuver 
ta. head off their demands that 


the Geneva conference be brok- 
en off unless an agreement can 
be reached soon. 

The Soviet Foreign Minister's 
new concession took the form of 
a statement that the proposed 
Neutral Nations Supervisory 


Commission might take deci- 
sions in some cases by a ma- 
jority vote. Previously he had 
ed that all decisions had to 
be unanimous. Western sources 
said, however, he did not ex- 
plain just what he meant by his 
new statement. 

Supervision of the cease-fire 
is one of the basic issues on 
which the two sides have not 
been able to approach on agree- 
ment. 

Molotov and British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden met for 
almost an hour this morning to 
discuss the future of the confer- 
ence. They agreed on today’s 
secret nine-party Indochina ses- 
sion and on a 19-nation Korean 
session tomorrow. 

Korea Effort May Be Last. 

Some diplomats thought the 
Korean meeting might be the 
last effort at breaking the dead- 
lock on that problem. They ex- 
pected a few more sessions on 
egations frankly said the con- 
ference had failed. 

Bden as spokesman for the 
West was understood to have 
told Molotov frankly there was 
no point in going on with the 
conference unless the Commu- 
nists are ready to change their 
position. | 

While the two were meeting, 
the 16 nations represented here 
which fought under the U.N. 
flag in Korea discussed plans for 
ending the Korean phase of the 
conference. They were reported 
fully agreed that further talks 
with the Communists at this 
time are useless. 

After the meeting, Prince Wan 
Waithayakon of Thailand, one 
of the chairmen of the Korean 
conference, said the Korean al- 
lies had agreed to have a sub- 
committee work out a joint 
statement for presentation at to- 
morrow's meeting. 

Await Paris Developments. 

The Western powers were 
moving more cautiously on the 
Indochina problem because of 
several factors. One .was the un- 
certain political situation in 
France. The United States and 
Britain were reported ‘hesitant 
to break off the talks unless 
there was a. government which 
could speak with authority for 
France. For this reason, the de- 
cision here awaited what might 
happen in Paris during the day. 

Another factor was the mili- 
tary talks in progress here be- 
tween representatives of the two 
high commands in the Indochina 
fighting. 

The talks are now entering 
their eighth week and there has 
been no apparent progress to- 
nee a solution of either prob- 
em.

TEST PRAISED 


Gen. Hardaway Believes 
St. Louis Can Cope 
With Any Givil De- 


fense Emergency. :

General communications facil- 
ities of the St. Louis civil de- 
fense system are greatly im- 
proved with those of a year ago, 
Brig. Gen. Francis P. Hardaway 
(U.S.A. retired), St. Louis civil 


defense director, said today four 
hours after the hypothetical ex- 
plosion at 3400 feet of an atom- 
ic bomb at 11:06 a.m. over Elev- 
enth and Pine streets. 
“T am convinced that Greater 
St. Louis will de able to cope 
with practically any civil defense 
emergency,” he said. 
The local make-believe attack 
was part of a nation-wide civil 
defense exercise in which 425 
enemy planes struck from north, 
east and west. Principal purpose 
of the operation is to test com- 
munications. 
Despite general improvement 
in communications, Gen. Harda- 
way said the short wave radio 
contact though excellent on a 
local basis “proved unsatisfac- 
tory with Jefferson City.” 
Smoother Operations. 
“The general flow of mes- 
sages based on the destruction 
caused by the hypothetical bomb 
explosion seems to be much 
more smoothly handled than in 
the test of a year ago,” he said. 
“At any rate, our control center 
here has not been bogged down 
as it was then when there often 
was a half hour between receipt 
and delivery of messages.” 
There has been “practically 
no delay” in .transmission of 
messages this year which can 
be attributed to the experience 
gained by communications per- 
sonnel since the last test, Gen. 
Hardaway said. “We already 
have discovered several ways in 
which our procedures can be 
changed to bring about greater 
efficiency.” ;

NEWSPAPER CORRESPONDENT who gets out of Washing- 
Pere a few days quickly realizes how right the President is in 

his anxiety over what he calls “highly publicized distractions.” 
For every question asked about Mr. Eisenhower's legislative pro- 
gram or Indochina or non-segregation in the schools, or anything 
else, there are 10 about the Army-McCarthy hearings. Who is 
being hurt? Who is being helped? What will be the outcome? 
These are the insistent questions, 10 to 1, in the drawing room, 


on the campus, in the taxicab. 


Nobody is being really helped. 

The outcome can hardly fail 
to be „ 1＋· 

The country being hurt; 
the Government is being hurt; 
America’s reputation around the 
world is being undermined; the 
precious fabric of a decent so- 
ciety is being rent. 

Fortunately the instinctive 
public reaction, which I have 
encountered in many places, is 
one of revolt and revulsion, The 
conduct, on both sides, which 
brought on the Army-McCarthy 
investigation, and much of the 
conduct which has marked the 
hearings have turned the stom- 
achs of millions of readers and 
viewers. That's good; that is 
a gain, however painful. 

Essential Consequences. 

A full appraisal of the investi- 
gation must await the remaining 
testimony and the committee re- 
port—or reports. But the essen- 
tial consequences are visible: 

The morale of the Army—top 
to bottom—and the attitude of 
the public toward the Army is 
impaired. It has exhibited weak- 
ness and vacillation at the top 
and an intimidated favoritism 
at the bottom. It will take a long 
time to repair these offenses. 

The integrity of the personnel 
of the whole Government is dam- 
aged. A “young Army intelli- 
gence officer” has violated his 
oath by copying, in part, and 
fabricating, in part, a secret FBI 
report an ‘slipping it to Senator 
McCarthy who, in turn, asks 2,- 
000,000 other federal employes 
to do the same thing. 

Secretary of the Army Robert 
Stevens is hurt. He is patron- 
ized, badgered and belittled; but 
the main damage he has brought 
upon himself by so long letting 
his weather-vaned decisions as 
the highest civilian officer of an 
independent department of ‘the 
executive branch be influenced, 
even subverted, by a Senator 
and his staff. 

McCarthy Is Hurt. 

Senator McCarthy is hurt. Few 
correspondents who have follow- 
ed these hearings believe that 
he will ever recover the political 
influence and the power to in- 
timidate he has exercised so long. 
The television coverage of the 
hearings, so objective but so re- 
vealing, has so fully exposed the 
McCarthy techniques — of innu- 
endo, half-truth, of meeting one 
charge by bringing up another,

T HE United Nations last night published a new five-year plan 


to make South Korea self-supporting by 1958 at a cost of 
$1,930,000,000, including $1,240,000,000 in United States and 
U. N. aid. 


The plan was given in a 488- 
page report critical, in part, of 
President Syngman Rhee’s ad- 
ministration. It was laid out for 
the fiscal years between April 
1, 1953, and March 31, 1958. It 
called for a 1958-59 gross na- 
tional output 42 per cent above 
1949-50, in the time of the Com- 
munist invasion, and 81 per cent 
above 1952-53. 

The report came from the 
Robert R. Nathan Associates, 


in Geneva, and in Seoul where 
it has headquarters. The agent

Has the party situation in Congress ever been 
more thoroughly confused than it is now? We 
wonder, One swallow does not make a summer 
and the issue of foreign trade extension is not

The House has just passed Representative 
Daniel A. Reed's bill for a minimum one-year 
extension of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act. The Senate has not acted with the result 
that for the second time in two years, Congress 
has failed to meet the deadline and the law 
will need to be extended—if extended it is— 
—retroactively. 

Mr. Eisenhower originally asked for a three- 
year extension and the adoption of other pro- 
posals in the Randall Commission's report. But, 
facing powerful resistance from Congressman 
Reed of New York and other Republicans, the 
President soon abandoned this program and an- 
nounced he would accept another one-year ex- 
tension. 

Now, as leading Republicans force abandon- 
ment of the Eisenhower trade program, Demo- 
cratic Senator Gore of Tennessee announces 
that he is preparing a bill to carry out the 
President’s original plan for an expanded 
foreign trade program. Mr. Gore says he will 
introduce a bill for a three-year extension and 
then seek to force a vote on the floor so the 
recommendations submitted by the President 
will come to a test.

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A Need That Might Be Anyone’s 


Two thousand persons in Greater St. Louis 
are afflicted with cerebral palsy, a disorder 
caused by damage to the brain, particularly to 
those portions which control the motor activities 
of the body. There may be as many as 3000 more 
whose condition has not been identified because 
of widespread lack of knowledge of the subject.

Seventy-five thousand dollars is being sought 
by the United Cerebral Palsy Association of 
Greater St. Louis. The money will be used 
to enable physical and occupational therapists, 
speech teachers, nursery school teachers, and 
other specialists to help adult and child victims 


of cerebral palsy cope with the impairments to 


their walk, sense of balance, speech, and some- 
times their sight, hearing and reasoning ability. 

Anyone might incur this affliction, which can 
be caused by physical injury or prolonged high 
fever as well as by faulty pre-natal development 


of the brain cells. More than half the victims 


can be taught adequate adjustment, but the 
affliction is more costly than all other chronic 
disabilities, the association reports. These facts 
speak for themselves, and will surely draw re- 
sponses of the kind the association hopes for. 
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The Unknown Young Officer 

The ethical question raised by the McCarthy 
hearings with reference to the prohibited dis- 
closure of secret information is one that cannot 
be disposed of by a mere citation of a clear 
presidential directive. The dilemma of an army 
officer, or any government official, who must 
make a choice between a sworn duty to estab- 
lished authority and what he regards as a higher 
duty to his country, is not properly resolved by 
applying a rule of thumb. 

It may be doubted of course that the young 
officer, who Senator McCarthy said gave him 
confidential information, was responding to the 
acute sense of honor attributed to him by the 
Senator from Wisconsin. Yet he may have been 
and it is because of that possibility that the vari- 
ous courses of action that were open to him 
should be considered. 

As represented by Senator McCarthy this offi- 
cer saw an FBI report and concluded therefrom 
that a dangerous situation existed at Fort Mon- 
mouth and that the Army authorities were not 
taking appropriate action. Fearing the conse- 
quences of such negligence he thereupon vio- 
lated his oath and passed the information to 
Senator McCarthy. 

Why did he not consider the possible uses 
that Senator McCarthy would make of this 
classified information? The record would hardly 
support the belief that the Senator would treat 
any evidence submitted to him with a just and 
impartial mind. And why did the officer fail to 
take his case to hig superiors, going straight 
through to President Eisenhower if it were 
necessary? 

It also appears likely that the officer was not 
deterred by any consideration of the example he 
was setting. If the practice of giving secret in- 
formation to unauthorized persons became gen- 
eral it would be a standing enticement to back- 
biters, malcontents and character assassins, since 
they would undergo no risk of detection. Nor 
could the theft and sale of information, not to 
mention the forging of documents, be excluded. 

Senator McCarthy's reply to all this is that 


channels without subjecting himself to reprisals. 
Possibly so. But Senator McCarthy has described 
his informant as a man whose consuming motive 
was love of country. It is curious that such a 
patriot wouldn't risk a loss of rank when, in his 
view, the nation’s safety was being threatened. 
It is also significant that he has retained his 
place in a department that he apparently thought 
was inert or corrupt, or both. 

In the circumstances it is hard to believe that

For- 
tunately this is mild in comparison to the pro- 
tests raised at Lake Geneva, a fact which doubt- 
less reflects a realization as to the great advan- 
tage of having the Air Force counterpart of 
West Point or Annapolis in the area. 

Obviously it is impossible for the Federal 
Government to acquire a site for this vital aspect 
of the national defense training program with- 
out disturbing someone. The wonder is the 
availability of so much land of a character suit- 
able for long runways on the scenic Piasa bluffs 
of the Mississippi, with water supply, recreation- 
al and cultural opportunities, and favorable 
weather conditions. Almost any other similar 
area of suitable land, near a large city, would 
be much more heavily encumbered with man- 
made installations. Chautauqua is the largest 
community in the area and it is a summer colony 
more favored in the past than today, as Peter 
Wyden’s nostalgic Sunday story explained.

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The Button Is the Best 


Tinted glasses and tinted windshields are not 
the answer to the glare of approaching head- 
lights in night-driving. That is the conclusion 
of the Vision Research Laboratory of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan after more than 100,000 
observations of the eye’s ability to see. Dr. H. 
Richard Blackwell, director of the laboratory, 
says the tests prove that tinting, while it re- 
duces glare, also reduces the ability to see. 

Glare is the No. 1 maimer and killer in night- 
driving on the highways’ the principal reason 
why night-driving is so much more dangerous 
than day-driving. It would indeed be handy 
to have a mechanical device, tinting or anything 
else, which would make up for some drivers’ 
discourtesy—and recklessness—in failing to dim 
their lights. Meanwhile, the happiest alterna- 
tive is to press a foot on the dimmer button, not 
only for the sake of the safety of the other driv- 
er, but also for one’s own protection. 
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Experiment in Paris 

Pierre Mendes- France has agreed to try to 
form a new French Government, a task which he 
attempted a year ago without any success. 

Last summer Mendes-France, an individualistic 
member of the conservative Radical Socialist 
party, urged France to sweep out old faces, 
create a really new government, raise income 
taxes to Balance the budget and attempt to 
negotiate the Indochina war. 

None of these ideas was popular with the old 
political leaders. Mendes-France’s suggestions 
immediately arrayed a solid phalanx of former 
premiers against him. And there is no indica- 
tion that these same ideas are much more pop- 
uar now than they were before. 

In fact, Paris believes that President Rene 
Coty offered the premiership to Mendes- 
France only to prove that radical changes in 
government and direct peace negotiations with 
the Indochinese Communists have no chance 
of winning parliamentary support. 

This is the traditional system by which France 
reconsiders policy by considering men. It has 
generally resylted, after hasty searches for new 
cabinets, in compromise policy under middle-road 
men. 

If this is again the result, it means little 
change in French policy toward Indochina, de- 
spite the increasing popular desire to pull out. 
It means a continued colonial war and a con- 
tinued hope of enough American intervention 
to win it. This has been French policy for 
years and it has failed both on the field of 
battle and in the minds and hearts of Asians. 
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There Lies the Power 

St. Louis county’s phenomenal growth has 
generated many complex problems, but this is 
only the beginning.

Now it is in a position to start plan- 
ning at once for a desegregated school 
system. And if this means, say, that 
the School Board can cancel plans to 
install costly printing equipment in Car- 
ver vocational school to duplicate the 
printing equipment installed for white 
students at Mergenthaler, then the 
School Board’s decision may result in 
some economies. 


The local decision is both historic and 
momentous. The long-range effect on 
community relations in this, the largest 
city below the Mason-Dixon line, is ob- 
vious. But it is a change toward which 
Baltimore has been moving for some 
time, and there is no reason why, with 
a due exercise of responsibility and 
calm rationality, the city cannot set an 
example that will help to dissolve the 
fears and tension that have appeared in 


some Southern quarters since the Su- 
preme Court’s ruling. 

It should be borne in mind as signifi- 
cant that the School Board, represent- 
ing a considerable cross-section of local 
attitudes, acted unanimously and with-

In its decision of Sept. 2, 1952, to ad- 
mit Negroes to the Poly “A” course, the 
School Board was divided, 5 to 3. The 
unanimity expressed now is an indica- 
tion that all the members of the board 
have faith that desegregation can be 
carried out without further delay, and 
at least one sustaining fact in that faith 
must be the ease with which the Poly 
decision was carried out. 


Unfortunately, we believe, the School 
Board did not have a statement ready, 
at the e of its desegregation deci- 
sion, which would indicate what its 
actual effects will be. That statement 
will come when the Board of Superin- 
tendents, headed by Dr. John Fischer, 
reports on the practicalities of putting 
the board's decision into effect. 


As we understand it, a wholesale 
shifting and mixing of school popula- 
tions is not likely by next fall. That is 
to say, pupils and teachers, generally 
speaking, are bound to remain in their 

resent schools unless they are advanc- 
ng from one to another or have some 
good reason for changing schools. 


But Baltimoreans will not know until 


next week, under the procedure set up 


by the School Board, just how extensive 
the change will be. And until then, 
there is no cause for wild guesses as to 
what next fall will bring.

THE GENTLE INSURRECTION, by ‘Doris Betts. (Pub

For the admirers of Katherine Anne 
Porter and her school of delicate and 
perceptive writing, this collection of 
short stories will come as a perhaps 
unexpected delight.

regret at a domestic tragedy; children 
stand before the body of a dead per- 
son, and an older onlooker misinters 
prets their reaction. Mrs. Betts has 
humor, the art of compression, a phrase 
that may say more than the pages of 
less gifted writers. She is a native 
North Carolinian, housewife, newspaper 
woman and, not least, college student 
in creative writing.

Moreover, at their best, they 
were not politically popular 
measures. The President is tak- 
ing the legislative program too 
seriously and is misleading him- 
self about its importance. 


Where the Failure Lies. 


In 1953 and since then the 
vital needs of the country have 
depended not on legislation but 
on wise and effective adminis- 
tration — in foreign policy, in 
military planning, in the main- 
tenance of security and the pro- 
tection of justice, in the bureau- 
cracy and in the budget. 

The test of success and of 
failure is there, and not as the 
President seems to think in 
what the score shows about bills 
proposed, enacted, or rejected. 

His crucial problem with Con- 
gress is not how to get it to 
pass laws. It is how to get Con- 
gress to let him execute the of- 
fice of President. That is what 
McCarthyism is about. That is 
what has made it virtually im- 
possible for Secretary Dulles to 
negotiate effectively. And that 
is why the Administration has 
no genuine control over, is un- 
able to maintain a salutary dis- 
cipline within, its own ranks. 

The balance of the Constitu- 
tion is dangerously upset and 
the Government cannot operate 
effectively under those condi- 
tions. 


PRINCETON HEAD

PRINCETON, N. J., June 14 
(AP) — President Harold W. 
Dodds of Princeton University 
said yesterday many persons, 
jittery over Communism seem 
to be willing to discard hard- 
won American civil rights. 

In his ‘baccalaureate address. 
to Princeton’s graduating class, 
Dodds said there are many peo- 
ple in the United States who 
“seem willing, even eager, to 
discard our slow-attained and 
bitterly earned ethical and legal 
code of civil rights, incluring the 
10 commandments.” 

This. tendency, he added, is 
the result of “our state of jit- 
ters about Communism” and lack 
of confidence in the ability of 


law enforcement agencies “to 
cope with subversion and trea- 
son.” 


“Undoubtedly national anxiety 
helps explain why the intellec- 
tual has been picked to be a 
whipping. boy and has been so 
bitterly smeared as an 1 
and why in the minds some 
very long-winded and influential 
people, he has almost become

Dodds said there was a ten- 
dency toward Adolf Hitler's 
ideology and called on the sen- 
iors to “resist this philosophy to 
the end of your lives.”

METHOD essa 


Dental Speaker Says Tech- 
nique Is Faster, Less 
Painful for Patient. 


A faster method of freparing 
teeth for fillings, which results 
in better quality work and is 
leds painful for the patient, was 
described here today. 

In a paper presented at the 
eighty-ninth annual meeting of 
the Missouri State Dental Asso- 
ciation in Hotel Jefferson, Dr. 
Meigs Jones of Kansas City pre- 
dicted the new method—already 


being used by about 25 per cent, 


of the nation’s dentists—eventu- 
ally will supplant slower tech- 
niques. 


This, he said. will enable 


.| dentists to serve more patients 


and, because the method makes 
less physical demands on the 
dentist, should prolong the years 
he can practice. 

The technique, Dr. Jones ex- 
plained, consists of using high 
speed motors and carbide or 
diamond cutting instruments for 
removal of decay from teeth. 

Development of the new meth- 
od followed World War II, he 
said. Until then motors used to 
power dentists’ drills operated 
at 3500 revolutions a minute and 
there had been little change in 
basic cutting instruments, steel 
burrs, in about a century, the 
dentist added. The new cutting 
instruments, he said, enable use 
of motors ranging from 6500 to 
25,000 r. p. m. 

With the high-speed tech- 
nique, time to prepare a tooth 
for filling is reduced about’ 50 
per cent, Dr. Jones said. Less 
hand pressure is required and 
vibration, friction and noise— 
all sources of pain—are reduced. 

These factors enable the den- 
tist to prepare teeth better, he 
asserted.

ADA URGES U.S. UNDERTAKE 
LARGE-SCALE AID IN ASIA 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
—The Americans for Democratic 
Action said today the United 
States should “undertake a 
large-scale economic program of 
loans and grants to help the 
Asians help themselves.“ 

The ADA describes itself as 
a non-partisan organization 
formed to continue the idea of 
the Democratic New Deal and 
Fair Deal. 


Military measures against 
Communism in Asia, it said in 
a statement, “are merely hold- 
ing operations which will suc- 
ceed only if they give the free 
Asian nations time to become 
strong, politically stable, and 
capable of defending their own 
freedom.” 


The organization opposed a 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organiza- 
tion without the “full and whole- 
hearted co-operation” of the 
free Asian nations.

BOTH PARTIES ON 
MCARTHY ISSUE 


Says Democrats Can’t 
Ignore Problem, 
G. O. P. Can't Appease 


Wisconsin Senator. 


By a Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
VALLEY FORGE, Pa., June 
14—Democrats in Congress can 
no longer shift the responsibil- 
ity for the “outrageous” conduct 
of Republican Senator Joseph 
R. McCarthy to the Republicans 
and the latter can no longer 
indulge in the luxury of ap- 
peasement of the Senator, Sena- 
tor Thomas C. Hennings Jr. 
(Dem.), Missouri, said yesterday. 
Speaking at an observance of 
Missouri day in Memorial 
Chapel at historic Valley Forge, 
Pa., Hennings, without mention- 
ing McCarthy’s name, said “the 
callous and insolent disregard 
for the orderly process of Gov- 
ernment, the cynical scorn for 
law and order displayed by an 
elected official who has taken 
a solemn oath to support and 
defend the Constitution, has 
shocked every decent Ameri- 
can. 
“When a public official not 
only boasts of his own viola- 
tions of the law, but encourages 
employes of the United States 
Government to violate their 
oaths as well, the American peo- 
ple can no longer close their 
eyes to such outrageous con- 
duct,” Hennings continued. 
„The Democrats in the Congress 
cannot shift the responsibility 
to the Republicans on the 
ground that it is solely their 
problem. And the Republicans 
can no longer indulge in the 
luxury of peace at any price.” 
This was an obvious reference 
to McCarthy’s stand that he 
would never disclose the source 
of highly classified Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation data which 
he sought to introduce as evi- 
dence in the current Senate in- 
vestigation of his row with the 
Army and to his appeal to Gov- 
ernment employes to disregard 
an order of President Eisenhow- 
er that tips on wrongdoing or 
subversion in the Government 
should go to the proper execu- 
tive branch authorities, not to 
the Senator. ; 
It is possible to appease dema- 


gogues, Hennings said, “if you 
haven't the courage to stand up 
to them,” but this cannot be done 
indefinitely without the “sacri- 
fice of national honor, national 
decency and, in the end, our 
very nation itself.” 

“Germans found this out when 
they permitted an arrogant lit- 
tle opportunist to capitalize on 
the fears and sufferings of a dis- 
illusioned people, to inflame 
their resentments by a concerted 
campaign of half-truths and out- 
right lies and to build for him- 
self a ruthless juggernaut against 
which no man was safe,” Hen- 
nings continued. In Hitler's 
case, he said, the German con- 
servative parties tried appease- 
ment and Germany was de- 
stroyed. 

Hennings said that this na- 
tion is going through a pro- 
longed period of stress and ten- 
sion owing in large part to the 
aggressions and conspiracies of 
the Kremlin. He said that we 
are faced not only with the 
threat of Communists, but also 
with the threat of their close 
bedfellows, the reactionary neo- 
Fascists who would destroy 
America in the name of anti- 
Communism, who, in fact, work 
to disrupt stable government in 
co-operation with their alleged 
enemies but real political allies, 
the Communists.” 

Demagogues, he said, can 
thrive on the national scene 
only because they have won a 
foothold on the local scene and 
because they haven't been ex- 
posed and cut down to size at 
the outset of their “shoddy 
careers.’ 

The Missouri Democrat cited

On the other hand, a tawdry 
campaign is being conducted 
against Mrs. Smith, Hennings 
said. He expressed confidence 
that the people of Maine would 
meet the challenge.

| A Report on 


Doubling Up 
Of Families 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


HERE is no doubt about it, 
couples who have to double 
up and share living accom- 
modations with others usually 
find life less satisfactory than 
having a home of their own. 
Thousands. have just come 
through this experience as a re- 
sult of the war; although condi- 
tions are better now, they still 
have not solved the housing 
problem satisfactorily. But just 
how bad was it for these peo- 
ple? 

Sociologist William M. Smith 
Jr. of, Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity lately questioned 490 
married couples ard found that 
three-fourths of them had had 
some experience in living with 
their parents after marriage or, 
if older, living in the same house 
with one or more of their mar- 
ried children.

WHAT DID THEY THINK of 
the idea? You may be surprised 
to learn that 14 per cent thought 
it was “‘a good idea,“ while 50 
per cent said “it will work some- 
times” and only 35 per cent said 
the idea was “no good.” You 
may be even more surprised to 
learn that the plan of doubling 
up was favored slightly more

than by those who had not tried

contributed nothing. 
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ON THE NEGATIVE SIDE 31 
per cent claimed nothing par- 
ticularly bothered them about 
doubling up, while the remain- 
der listed the following difficul- 
ties: too crowded, no privacy, 
our ways are different, we han- 
dle children differently, inter- 
ference or wanting to interfere, 
interrupting married life, “they 
got on my nerves,” 
in caring for an invalid, parent 
was old and crabby, or on the 
other hand, “I felt that it was an 
imposition on them.” But there 
was not much difference in the 
number of complaints, whether 
the house was large or small, 
“Large houses were crowded 
and small houses were only 
more crowded,” Smith explains. 

In spite of this relatively fa- 
vorable report, no one should 
plan to spend his old age in 
this way if there is any other 
possibility; and most of Smith’s 
informants agreed they would 
avoid it if possible. When cou- 
ples were asked, “Do you plan 
to live with your children even- 
tually?” 15 per cent said yes and 
85 per cent came out with a flat 
no.

HAT finish for a table top? 

Since the first piece of 

furniture to need refinish- 
ing is $o often a handgome living 
room table, the answer must be 
a good one, a sturdy finish that 
makes no compromise with good 
looks. 

What finish stands up to 
stress, keeps the beauty of the 
wood and is easy for a first- 
time refinisher to apply? Today’s 
excellent problem solver for 
table tops is alkyd resin varnish. 


Varnishes are easier to work 


with than lacquer, and this com- 
paratively new kind is especially 
hard-drying and mar-resistant. 
And it can be water-white, which 
means that it is really colorless 
and not tinged with yellow as 
most so-called clear ' varnishes 
are, to make it easier to produce 
a preferred color. 


Of course it is best to refinish 
the whole table, and success at 
the finish line depends on per- 
fect preparation of the wood, 

Varnish remover first and sand- 
ing, and sometimes lost filler 
must be replaced. Stain follows 
if there is to be a change of 
color, and the water-white var- 
nish goes over it to keep the ex- 
act shade.

This all began five years ago when he felt a pain in 
his left chest while digging a ditch. It scared him. . He went 
to a doctor who, as Harry remembers it, told him, “Your 
heart’s in bad shape. You might drop dead any time.” 
Whatever the doctor said, that is what Harry understood. 
Tve found that people sometimes greatly misunderstand 
their physicians’ remarks.

FROM THIS INCREDIBLY bad advice, if the 4octor 
really said it, Harry has suffered since. Though be didn't 
drop dead, he did drop all work and activities. That. put 
him on the relief rolls, , 
Sitting around thinking about dropping dead is apt to 
be upsetting. It so upset Harry that he developed a peptic 
ulcer—a very real ulcer visible on X-ray examination. 
After five years, the local welfare board naturally 
wanted to find out whether Harry really was likely to drop 
dead, or whether he could go back to work.
